culture. Boasting: the richest ag¬ 
riculture in the nation, this county 
is faced with the problem of bold¬ 
ing its position, ami at the same 
time providing for rapid metropol¬ 
itan growth. 

Certain proposed improvements 
are deemed of vital necessity by

.sessments on agricultural land 
may lie excessive under present 
production. Strongly condemning 
unwarranted subdivision, however, 
the commission is striving to w'ork 
out a legal plan to pi-event un¬ 
sound development and to ade¬ 
quately zone agriculture against 
decline. 

According to I’omeroy, the usual 
ratio of residence lots to business 
lots is approximately .’iO to 1. In 
this county, failure to restrict has 
resulted in the absurd ratio of 2 
to 1. Nor is overzealous subdi¬ 
vision of farm lands into residence 
lots warranted, and results only in 
slow development, tinanciul dam¬ 
age and lo.HS to the county of val¬ 
uable agricultural products. 

As evidence of farmeis’ interest 
in the [iroblem, P'rank Hayes, vice 
presitlcnt of the I’'arm Bureau, or¬ 
ganized a permanent committee to 
consult with the Planning Com¬ 
mission on matters relative to ag¬ 
ricultural zoning and public im¬ 
provements.

THE COST OF MISUNDERSTANDING 

T ell the public. Put the cards on the 
table. 

Such a policy would go a long way to¬ 
ward preventing misunderstandings and 
ironing out difficulties in public affairs. If 
it had been followed from the beginning-in 
connection with the water situation, the 
present impasse and the resignation of a 
valued member of the board of trustees 
might have been avoided. 

To review a little of the story—several 
months ago the city trustees announced 
that more water revenue was needed. The 
necessary ordinance increasing rates was 
introduced. The News related the fact 
with the explanation of the need as given 
by the chairman of the board. Some of the 
members of the board thought the explana¬ 
tion was not sufficient and wrote a letter, 
giving their views to the extent of nine 
separate rea.sons for Ihe liigher rates. This 
letter was published in the News early in 
April. 

Water consumers classed as “ii'rigators” 
objected to the higher rates on the ground 
that the cost of watering oichards would be 
made prohibitive. The News opposed pas¬ 
sage of the ordinance editorially on the 
ground that water revenues should not be 
devoted to capital expenditures upon the 
water system, a view which was concurred 
in by the irrigators. These points were 
argued at length in board meetings and in 
conference between trustees and irrigators, 
when the ordinance was first introduced in 
April and when it was finally brought up for 
passage two months later. No other reasons 
were advanced in support of the ordinance 
than that the money was needed for ex¬ 
tensions, betterments and replacements to 
the physical equipment of the water depart¬ 
ment property. 

Passage of the ordinance by the trustees 
was followed at once by the circulating of 
referendum jietitions by a committee of irri¬ 
gators. 'I'he petitions were signed readily 
by water consumers of all classes, more than 
520 names lieing secured. 

On the night before the referendum peti¬ 
tions were due to be filed, the irrigators 
were invited to a conference with the board 
of trustees. Then for the first time it was 
explained that money was needed for other 
purposes than those already enumerated. In 
a sincere and laudable desire to protect the 
water supply for the future, the trustees felt 
a defen.se fund must be provided. E.xpensive 
felt a defen.se must be provided. Expensive 
engineering and legal talent must be hired. 
Several thousand dollars might be needed 
for purposes which could not be inluded in 
a bond issue which had been suggested as 
the alternative method of raising money. 
The trustees said they could see no other 
way of raising the money than by increa.sed 
W'ater rate.s—and neither could anybody else 
who sat in the conference. 

The irrigators took the ground that the 
referendum petitions ware no longer theii' 
property but must be filed out of deference 
to the 520 signers. The city attorney sus¬ 
tained that view. 

On the following night the referendum 


petitions were presented to the trustees. 
Appearing to have an actual majority of 
the voters so far registered, the board de¬ 
cided the ordinance might as well be re¬ 
pealed as submitted to an election. Now 
they are away back where they started last 
March, with a decided handicap placed on 
any method that may be undertaken to 
finance the water program. 

All this difficulty might have been avoid¬ 
ed if the trustees had been frank in the 
first place. The whole question has been 
argued from both sides on a false premise. 
On the reasons given by the trustees orig- 
jinally in support of the ordinance there is 
[nothing to be withdrawn by the opposition. 
iBut if the trustees had told the whole story 
[it is doubtful if the referendum petitions 
would have been circulated. 

The trustees acted with the best of in¬ 
tentions and with the best interests of the 
city at heart. They feared that publicity 
might jeopardize the city’s interests in pro- 
ispective litigation. As a matter of fact, 
their intentions and plans in this respect 
were no secret, either locally or in the camp 
of prospective opposing litigants. One thing 
:was lacking to justify their course as the 
, most expedient if not wholly satisfactory. 
If they had only said frankly that the in¬ 
creased water rates w’ere a necessary part 
of this program the whole course of events 
i might have been changed. 

It pays to be frank with the public.

spond to the long hours of day 
light as an evidence of appre¬ 
ciation. I am fearful to tell you 
what rhubarb does in its rank 
growth, but we saw stalks tlie size 
of our wrists and five feet long, 
terminating in leaves four feet 
across and were told they mature 
ten feet in length and a single 
stalk with leaf cut off often 
weighs ten to twelve pounds. One 
of the boys made a logical remark 
wlieii lie said: “Gee, wouldn’t that 
rhubarb make big pies, tho?” 

The strawberries are probably ^ 
tlie prototype used by certain Cali¬ 
fornia post-card manufacturers 
where you see three or four ber¬ 
ries loaded on a fiat car and mak¬ 
ing a full load. At any rate they 
are just as luscious as tliey are i 
iriimense. I saw plantain fully r 
as large as caulifiour half-grown 
and wondered what our poor lawns 
would look like if our pests grew 
in the same proportions. Then 
dandelion stalks are like brooni- 
stick.s and the flowers as big as 
sunflowers. 

Over B'amims Pass 
Wlien we left .Skagway to come 
over Cliilcoot Pass, now known as 
White Horse Pass,” we traveled 
from 8 o’clock in tlie morning un¬ 
til 10 at night and found we were 
practically no farther north tlian 
when we started. The ride by 
train over the pass was grand 
and wonderful, but wlien we em¬ 
barked again on tlie stern-wheeler 
Tutshi our real treat liegan. 

Clouds and sky, mountains and 
snow, forests Mnd water each and 
all entered into a friendly rivalry 
to out-do the otliefs in pleasing 
our fancy, the placid water mak¬ 
ing an up-side-down picture more 
beautiful than it is my ability tu 
tell. Such vivid green—tlien blue 
and occasionally red or orAnge— 
all intensified the picture whicli we 
found .iiiged at yonder water’s 
edge._ 

During our tliree-day stop at , 
tliis beautiful si>ot we were up-1 
praised of tlie death of an old 
Indian character of many years’ 
familiarity in this section. It was 
Chief Ta'ku Jack of the Wolf 
Tribe of Cliilcat.s. Today he was 
buried in the tribal burial ground 
with much dignified ceremony. Ho 
was lying in state at the little 
mission church near their village, 
surrounded by gorgeous skins, 
blankets ami hi.s many cherislied 
possessions. B’ollowing the .serv¬ 
ice at the cliuich he wa.s removed 
outside ill front of a community 
house of tlie tribe where the fam¬ 
ily posed for their Indian photog¬ 
rapher tu take pictures, but the 
poor paleface was warned not to 
"shoot.” 

The nephew of this chieftain 
acted as guide for "Chubby, Rum¬ 
my and Bob” on a fishing expedi¬ 
tion a couple of days ago and 
while they went out in a little 
power boat the ignition burned out 
ami instead of getting home that 
night at 9 o’clock as expected they 
were marooned all night on an 
island and in a rain storm. You 
may imagine the anxiety we all 
had for their safety and the activ¬ 
ity next morning when two or 
three launches went in search for 
them. They hove in sight, how¬ 
ever, about 10 o’clock in the morn¬ 
ing, some thirteen hours over-due, 
happy and full of praise for the 
Indian’s companionsliip and said 
they liad had a wonderful trip, 
but neither tlie fish nor the moose 
were depleted in numbers.
